16 . — S tatistics 
show th at there are 6 0,000 blind per- 
sns in the U nited States, one-third of 
whom are blind from a disease which 
is easily prevented. 
In Indiana there 
are approxim ately 2,500 blind persons, 
of whom F?00 are blind from this dis­ 
ease. 
This disease further causes 72 
per cent of all blindness in children 
under one year of ag e, and has been 
denom inated by one w riter as ‘’a veri­ 
table world plag ue.” 
The trag edy of 
it all is th at children and adults blind 
from this disease need never to have 
been blind. 
T he disease causing all tiiis trouble 
is called “O phthalm ia N eonatorum ,” 
or the sore eyes of new-born babies. 
It usually m anifests itself a few hours 
afte r birtluan d m atter is seen coming 
from betw een the eyelids. 
W hen left 
to itself it very soon causes loss if 
not destruction of eyesig ht in every 
baby thus afflicted. 
This dread disease can be prevent­ 
ed, says Dr. A. N. H urty of the state 
board of health, by having the doctors 
upon the birth of the baby drop into 
each eye a 1 per cent solution of ni­ 
tra te of silver. 
So well inform ed are 
th e m others of the state of Connecti­ 
cut, th a t they dem and th at the doctor 
use the “drops” in each and every 
baby’s eyes when born. The m edicine 
can do no harm . 
The refusal to have 
it used m ay fill a life of a m other full 
of reg ret because it w as not used. 
Suppose the disease develops in 
spite of the above precautions? 
Call 
a doctor rig ht away. 
N ever use a 
poultice or m other’s milk or any other 
sug g estion from well m eaning but un­ 
inform ed neig hbors and friends.

I referred to the love of God as exem ­ 
plified in the provision he had made 
for m an’s sustenance. 
An infidel in 
the audience interrupted me, asking 
why we prayed to God for daily bread 
—why not ask for a year’s supply? 
“In reply I told a story of a little 
g irl who upon being asked the same 
question replied. ‘Because we do not 
w ant stale bread—we w ant fresh bread 
each day.’ 
Many Copies Distributed. 
“Upon reaching my home and think­ 
ing about the incident 
1 composed a 
leaflet entitled ‘Just For Today,* which 
I recited the following Sunday at an 
open m eeting in Hyde park.

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BARON STEUBEN M EM ORIAL MONUMENT. 


L afayette was allowed to languish in a 
Germ an prison for years with no effort 
by America to have him released. The 
same w as true of Thom as Paine, ex ­ 
cept that he w*as im prisoned in France 
and one American, Jam es Monroe, did 
come to his rescue when Paine would 
soon hav e b een released any way . To 
repay France for coming so nobly to 
our aid J ohn Adams, Hamilton and 
Washington proposed to make war on 
her less than twenty y ears after the 
Rev olution ended. 
As for Paine, the real author of the 
Declaration of Independence, when he 
returned to America it was to be neg­ 
lected and lied about more cruelly than 
perhaps any character in history . No 
wonder the world talked about the “ in­ 
gratitude of republics.” 
In the case of poor Steuben we are 
about to make up for our shabby 
treatment of him by building him a 
monument 110 y ears after bis death. 
That should help us square ourselv es 
with our consciences, though it does 
little good to Steuben. Terhaps he wms 
great enough not to ueed our gratitude 
or rew’ards, so if w*e salv e our own 
consciences the debt will be settled so 
far as he Is concerned.

In 1777 he was induced b y St. Ger­ 
main, French minister of war, to go to 
America and aid the colonists. He car­ 
ried letters from Franklin and others, 
although Franklin could adv ance him 
nothing toward pay ing his ex penses. 
Before leav ing Germany Baron v on 
Steuben deeded his annuity and prop­ 
erty to his nephew. Arriv ed in Amer­ 
ica, he reported to congress, refused to 
countenance the Gates faction in its 
plots against Washington, reported to 
the commander in chief at Valley 
Forge and began drilling the soldiers 
during that terrible winter. 
It is not too much to say that he rev ­ 
olutionized the discipline in the army . 
He 
participated 
in 
the 
battle 
of 
Monmouth, co-operated with General 
Greene in the south, opposed Benedict 
Arnold’s marauding ex pedition in Vir­ 
ginia and participated in the siege of 
Yorktowm. 
In 17 8 0 General Steuben 
prepared a manual for the army which 
cam e into univ ersal use. After the war 
he liv ed in v irtual pov erty in New 
York city and waited eight y ears for 
congress to recompense him for his 
serv ices in the Rev olution. He then re­ 
tired to his farm near the present city 
of Utica, N. Y., and died there in 17 94 .
